THE UTAH SENATORS. 


When Utah was admitted into the 


Union a few months ago the Legisla- 
ture elected two Republicans, Messrs. 
Cannon and Brown, to the United 
States Senate. 
When the 
Dingley 


tariff bill, passed by the House of 
Representatives, was referred to the 
Senate Committee on Finance ihat 
committee reported it with a free coin- 
age amendment. 
The silver attach- 


ment did not suit Eastern Republicans, 
with the single exception of Cameron 
of Pennsylvania, and when Morrill of 
of Vermont moved to take up the taritt 
bill separate irorn silver the motion 
was defeated by a decisive majoiity. 
Several Republicans voted against the 
motion, among them Cannon of Utah, 
whose colleague, Brown, voted for it. 


Now the Republicans of Utah at tho.r 


primaries indorse the action of Cannon 
and repudiate Brown, \vhoso term will 
expire next March. There is, however, 
a Republican minority, including a few 
of the woolgrowers, who approve of 
Senator Browa's i ourse. This minority 
announces that it is in favor of free 
coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1, but it 
bolieves that the silver question should 
not be placed as a stumbling block in 
tho way of protection. 
With them 


tariff is tne paramount issue and the 
currency question of minor importance 
They do not take a comprehensive view 
of the situation and overlook the fact 
that if the East gets a tariff bill to its 
liking it does not care \vhat becomes of 
the West, and will adhere to the gold 
standard as long as the millionaires 
find it profitable. They are not liberal 
enough to insist oa free coinage aud 
reasonable protection, 
and 
conse- 


quently are not in accord with tho 
masses, not only in Utah, but through- 
out tbe whole Western country. 


These selfish fellows, who control, or 


attempt to control, the machinery of 
the Republican party in the Western 
States, are doing better service foi the 
gold cause than tho pronounced and 
outspoken gold men. One faction of 
them, with office as the incentive, is 
willing to go into tho National Con- 
vention and indorse any candidate 
tha^t may bo named, and approve aay 
pl'itform that may be adopted. Another 
faction, whose members do not seek or 
expect 
office, is willing 
to do the 


same thing, provided the candidate 
and platform are pronounced on the 
tariff question. With both silver re- 
monetization and the gcneial pros- 
perity that would result from it ai-e 
secondary considerations, the prime 
object with one being Federal office, 
aud with the other protection for the 
industry with which it is identified. 


This is unfortunate. Every Repub- 


lican in the West should stand by the 
men of their party in the Senatu who 
favored the silver amendment to the 
Dingley Tariff bill, and who express 
their willingness to support a bill em- 
bodying higher duties on imports and 
the free coinage of silver, for unless 
Teller, Carter, Cannon and others sur- 
render to the gold trust, and that they 
will not do, there will be no change in 
the tariff laws for years, unless a bill to 
remonetize silver is passed. 


THE

LICENSE 
ACT 


STITCTION'AL. 


The Supreme Court in tbe case ap- 


pealed from Elko county hf\s declared 
the Sheep License Act constitutional. 
This case was tried in the District 
Court at Mko, Judge Cheney of this 
district presiding. The trial court held 
that a lease of the requisite number of 
acres of land as provided in the statute 
exempted the lessee fiom the payment 
of the license. The Snpieme Couit 
sustains this view of the case without 
a dissenting opinion, 


The act was a compromise measure. 


It provides that every person engaged 
in the business of owning, raising 
grazing, hording or pasturing sheep, 
who is not the owner and holder of 
land in the State of Nevada equal to 
one acre for each two sheep, shall pay 
an annual license under penalty of not 
less than fifty dollars uor more than 
two hundred and fifty dollars or im- 
prisonment in the county jail for not 
less than twenty-five days nor more 
than ninety days. 


Under the provisions of the Act there 


are seven classes of licenses. The first 
class for 5,000 sheep or more requires a 
license of $1250 for the first 5,000 sheep 
and $50 for each additional 1,000 or 
fraction thereof. The second is for 
4,000 and less than 5,000 aheep; license 
$200 per annum. The third is for 3,000 
and loss than 4,000 sheep; license, $150 
per annum. The fourth class is for 2,000 
and less than 3,000 sheep; license, $100 
The fifth for 1,500 and less than 2,000 
sheep; license, $75. The sixth 3,000 
and less than 1,500; license, $50. The 
seventh, less than 1,000 sheep; license, 
$25.

WEEK j Tcai hei'-i Institute was called to order 


I at 9 o'clock yesterday morning. There 


j was a l.irgs attendance and ^reat inter- 
est was manifested from the beginning. 
After roll call the Institute resolved 
itself into Ihreo divisions for the pur- 
pose of discussing the different num- 
bers on the program. 


Professor Church of the University 


took up the time allotted to him in an- 
swering questions and speaking upon 
the study of Latin in the High School. 
He did not preparo any article, but 
gave valuable instruction and informa- 
tion off-hand relative to methods and 
the manner of teaching this important 
study. It was regretted that Professor 
Church did not have more timo as the 
teachers were greatly interested. 


While Professor Chuich was occu- 


pied in this branch Miss Bolzer and 
Kiss Nevvin of Virginia in another 
room read interesting 
papers 
on 


physiology and piiraary reading res- 
pectively. 


Miss Loder gave a class exercise in 


geography, in which she introduced 
sand modeling thatelioted much favor- 
able comment from those who wit- 
nessed it. 


Professor Howe of Carson gave an 


address on the methods of teaching 
grammar, advocating the teaching of 
technical grammar in the old-fashioEed 
way. 
Of course, he soon had a num- 


ber of the teachers on their feet that 
took issue with him, and the result 
was an interesting discussion. Pro- 
fessors Lynip, Snyder and Mrs. Doten 
taking an active part in the discussion. 


Professor Snyder then explained his 


method of teaching spelling and was 
listened to with marked attention. 


Miss Mansfield, a graduate of the 


Crocker Art School of Sacramento, 
gave a splendid talk on drawing and 
its instruction in the public schools. 
She demonstrated her theory by illus- 
trations on the blackboard. 


Miss Mansfield is not a teacher, but 


showed that sho thoroughly under- 
stood what she was talking about. 


AFrEBXOON' £ESSIOX. 


The attendance in the afternoon was 


much larger, if possible, than that in 
the morning. 


Miss Layton opened with two class 


exercises in music. She demonstrated 
practically tho methods of advance- 
ment in the different grades, and her 
explanation proved her to be, aot only 
thoroughly posted on the science of 
music, but an excellent teacher. 


The songs of the children were highly 


interesting and greatly enjoyed. 


Mrs. Wagner of Austin delivered an 


able and interesting paper on some of 
the 
school 
laws that should be 


amended. She claimed that great in- 
justice could be done teachers by 
Trustees, by dismissal during a term 
and in other ways under the present 
laws. 


Miss Schaddler of Gold Hill spoke 


on "What Constitutes a Good School." 
She discussed the subject ably and 
furnished much food for thought. 


Hon. W. A. Maseey submitted a re- 


port from the Committee on School 
Laws. Among other recommendations 
it was suggested that the arbitrary 
powers of School Trustees be abridged, 
that a law be passed providing for com- 
petent Bounty" school supervision. The 
proposed change in the method of tak 
ing the school census provoked some 
discussion. State Superintendent Cut- 
ting explained the advantage of ap- 
portioning the school money according 
to the average attendance and not as 
now, 
by the numbar of children of 


school age in each coanty. This was 
discussed by Mr, Massey of Elko and 
Professor Averill of Virginia. 
The 


whole subject with instructions to pre- 
pare a bill was leferred to ii special 
committee. 


Miss Bourne and Mi. Gregory enter- 


tained tho audience with a duet which 
was excellently rendered. 


The Jnlien children rendered instru- 


mental selections which were a pleas- 
ant feature of the program.
